Many Senators Desire to be Heard 


ou the Spanish-Cuban 


Controversy. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.— Another Btil- 


ling chapter in the Spanish-Cuban con- 
troversy was added by the Senate today. 
Many senators indicated a deaire to be 
heard on the subject, and the conference 
report accepting the home Cuban reso- 
lutions went over until tomorrow. In 
anticipation that 8 critical state ol the 


• Cuban question would be reached today, 


tbo ealleries wore besieged by the great- 
est crowd seen since the session opened. 
All of the public and reserved galleries 
were filled to overflowing with long lines 
of anxious people standing in the outer 
corridors aniious to gain admission. 
The diplomatic gallery was occupied by 
Ambassador Patenotreof France, Min- 
isters Mendoncaof Brazil, Hatch of Ha- 
waii, Baron Von Ketteleroi the German 
embassy, and members of the Chinese 
legation, and mauy of the secretaries' 
attaches and members ol the legation 
households. 
The bright costumes of 


the lidioa o! the diplomatic circle and 
the rich silken robes of the Chinese 
diplomats gave a touch of bright color 
to the animated scene. 


The speech of the day_ was made by 


Senator Hale of Maine, in vigorous op- 
position to this resolution and the of- 
fensive interference of the United States 
in fore«n questions. 
The senator declared the spirit of 


militarism was abroad in the land ; that 
our coarse involved the possibilities of 
war with all its dreadful consequences. 


Portions of President Grant's message 


were read from the desk. Mr. Hale 


.utlon be read, but Mr. Hale de- 


clined, eayiug It could be read ia the 
time ol some other senator. Continu-

Freedom often eprmga from prison bars, 
from burning lips, aye, from his own 
ashes, bat not each horror and confla- 
gration and devils' work. The heart 
stirred by the story of Bunker Hill 
turns with loathing from such tales as 
theoe. It is not war, but incendiarBm,

Oat of it all, Mr. Hale said, he felt 
that the good sense uf the American peo- 
ple would assert itself, bringing peace 
rather than war.

And yet at 
that time our state department, presided 
over by Mr. Seward, urgedaud protested 
to European powers against even a lim- 
ited recognition of the confederacy, and 
always after insisted on the rescinding 
of that recognition.

inquiry as it allowed an answer to those 
who seemed* to think Spain was leas 
friendly to us than other powers at the 
time of the civil war. No nation, de- 
clared Hale, had showed the friendly 
disposition that Spain had flhown at 
that time. Never did she allow a Brit- 
inb built privateer to stay in a Spanish 
wrt more than an hour. When such a 
privateer entered with American pris- 
oners Spain secured their release. 
Mr. Halo said the only explanatiou 


for the public and press clamor against 
Spain was that tho country and con- 
cress had been falsely and mendaciously 
mislead with conditions which did not 


'Mr*. Halo referred to the statements 
made by Mr. Sherman as to the atroci- 
ties committed by General Weyler. It 
bad since tieeu shown that there was an 
ingenious effort to fasten on the Span- 
iah-Ouuan situation of today, events .of 
fifteen yeara ago. 


Uut these alleged events were men- 


dacious fabrications, fiction from begin- 
ning to end, sot up by snmenody to dis- 
tort public feeling.

At this point a sensational event oc- 


curred which no one had anticipated 
and which for a time threw the senate 
into great excitement. 
"Mr. Hale said the Spanish minister, 


Senor Dupuy de Lome had made a 
statement as to the inaccurate repre- 
aentations against Spain. It was not 
surprising, in view of the attacks on 
Spain, that the minister hod done this 
fittingly and diplomatically. Hale sent 
the Spanish minister's statement to tlie 
clerk's desk to be read. It had hardly 
been begun when Senator Davis of 
Minnesota arose and interrupted. 


"I object," said Mr. Davis, "to the

bodying his ideas of a plan for the re- 
organization of the Pacilic railroads. '. 
Instructs the committee on Pacific rai 
roads to report the biil introduced b 
Mr. Morgan, giving jurisdiction to th 
court of appeals of the District of Co 
umbia in cases brought by the Unite 
States involving government Hens c 
railroads. Tho resolution also instruc 
the committee to report n bill either a 
an original bill or as an amondmen 
containing provisions for refunding tl 
outstanding government Pacific rallroa 
bonds held by boiia fide owners who a 
not indebted to the United States, an 
also the Brat mortgage bonds; the r 
funding bonds to run for thirty yeara 
the option of the government and su 
iect alter ten years to be called in an 
paid by tho United States and to be 
, 


interest at the rate of 3 per cent. Tho 
refunded bonds are to be held by the 
United States treasury and be cxchage- 
able for the old bonds. They are to be 
secured as the present bonds are. A 
sinking fund is provided for, to be de- 
posited by the companies at the rate of 
3 per cent per annum to pay the inter- 
est of tbo bonds if not paid by the rail- 
road companies. 
Direction is also given for taking pos- 


session of the roads by the government 
under the provisions of the act of 1896. 
In that event the United States i« to op- 
erate the roadB as its property, the pres- 
ent board of directors in each road to 
be superceded by others consisting of 
nine citizens to be appointed by the 
President. No person now an officer or 
a stockholder of the roads or of any rail- 
road or transportation or telegraph corn-

Ida did not go under the 
heels. She was found under the car 
ith her skull fractured. There being 
o fender on the car the axles passed 
ver her without touching the form. 
[er fatal wound was received when the 
ar first struck her. 
Hundreds of people gathered at the 
cene of the accident ready to assist the 
ttle ones, but there was nothing to be 
one except to remove them from the 
rack. The mangled forms were taken 
j their home and then to the morgue.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, via Galvwtoni 


March 9.—President Zelaya, Minister 
Ramirez and the military staff, Mr, 
John Balder, secretary of the United

MADRID, March 9.—The turbulent ele-

Dis- 
orders were renewed near the American 
consulate and an .effort wae made to 
reach the building where the consulate 
Is located. The gendarmes showed 
equal determination to frustrate this at- 
tempt and succeeded.

The danger Iloald Buys that the tall 


ilag pole at Centerville, which could be 
eeen for milea around and marked tho 
spot of one of tho most prosperous vil- 
lages of the valley in bygone days, suc- 
cumbed to tho Oerce wind on Monday 
afternoon and measured its full length 
upon the ground without encountering 
any obstacles in its sudden fall.

An Example of HUtory Repemtlnc 


Itself.

About elx yuare ago when the agita- 


tion of the raisin question first began in 
earnest, at a large public meeting held 
at Fresno, live fruit and ten ralain grow- 
ers were appointed a committee, and all 
the packers were invited to confer with 
that committee, whose province It was 
to draft ft plan by which to market tho 
raiein crop of the Stato. Your humble 
servant was one of the members of that 
committee, and he drafted and pre- 
sented a plau of co-operation, embrac- 
ing tho Interests of growers aud packers 
alike. 


The plan provided for a union com- 


posed of growers only, and also for an 
organization of packers, aud both of 
these aBnociations to be represented 
upon a board of control whoae business 
it should bo to market the whole crop of 
tbe State. 


The plan went into details how to de- 


liver the crop at the packing houses, 
how to grade, pack, inspect, brand, ship, 
sell and distribute the raiuins through- 
out the United States; how the funds 
were to bo raised to defray expenses and 
how to remit tho money (realized from 
sales) to the growers, and how these 
three co-operative organizations were to 
be governed, and their oilicere and man- 
agers and their duties were also pro- 
vided for in this plan. 


Inatead of adopting thie plan, other 


influences prevailed and the so-called 
"Bond of Honor Plan" waa adopted 
against the earnest protest, and warning 
of the writer that it iu no w»y would 
eettle the raisin question. And we all 
know that the "Bond of Honor Plan" 
left the raiain market in a worse condi- 
tion than ever before. 


Since then several combines have been 


Formed, tried and found wanting, aud 
the sad outcome of them all baa been 
like the "Bond of Honor Plan," dismal 
failures. 


Why? 
Because all were "mixed 


unions" of growers and packers, two ele- 
ments warring against each other with 
110 cohesive principle. "A house di- 
•ided against itaelf cannot stand." 
The plan presented at the time men- 


tioned obviated all thia, but clearly pro- 
vided for a harmonious, co-operative 
government of each organization, baaed 
upon just bUBinesa principles, and with 
well-defined duties, rights, privileges 
and pen alt tee For violations of rules. 


If thia plan had been adopted and 


honestly Carried out, every industrious 
raisin grower would today be prosperous 
and happy, and Fresno would be mak- 
ing rapid strides toward her wished lor 
100,000 inhabitants. 
But it is never too late to mend, anu 


it ia encouraging to eee that some of the 
features proposed tn that plan are new 
being put forward by both packers and 
growers, and that ro-operation is now 
the watchword. It is to be hoped that 
the good work may go on. Tbe action 
taken by the Hundred Thousand Club 
IB certainly appreciated. 


We should ail come together in a fra- 


ternal ppirit and work along the lines of 
co-operation.

The Kaudiyohi 
boomora did not have two-thirds of tho 
legislature, and it was impossible to pass 
tho bill ovor tho veto. St. Paul's cele- 
bration followed.
